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Andy  Williams  to  be 
Homecoming  singer 


Andy  Williams  has  been  booked  for  the 
Homecoming  Concert  because  of  a  lack  of 
alternatives,  Jon  Anderson,  ASBYU  Social 
Office  vice  president,  said  Wednesday. 

The  decision  to  book  Williams  was  made 
Monday  in  a  meeting  attended  by  Ander¬ 
son;  ASBYU  Pres.  Martin  Reeder;  Kevin 
Johnston,  Social  Office  business  manager; 
Mike  Whitaker,  ASBYU  adviser,  and 
Curtis  Wynder,  assistant  Wilkinson  Center 
director,  who  is  responsible  for  booking 
concerts. 

During  the  meeting,  Wynder  reported 
that  Williams  was  available  and  presented 
the  terms  for  booking  the  singer. 

After  presenting  the  terms,  Wynder  said, 
“I  asked  Anderson  if  he  wanted  to  go  with 
Andy  Williams  and  he  (Anderson)  said 
‘yes.  I’ll  promote  Andy  Williams.” 

Anderson  said  Wednesday,  he  felt 
pressure  was  put  on  him  to  accept 
Williams,  ‘‘but  if  there  hadn’t  been  any  I 


would  have  agreed  anyway.” 

“If  I  had  said  no,  the  Social  Office  would 
not  have  presented  the  concert,”  Anderson 
added. 

“I’m  pretty  much  convinced,  all  things 
considered,  that  Andy  Williams  is  the  con¬ 
cert  to  have  for  homecoming,”  he  said. 

Wynder  said  any  pressure  Anderson  may 
have  felt  from  him  was  caused  by  the  need 
to  book  a  concert  in  the  little  time  remain¬ 
ing. 

Explaining  why  Williams  was  considered 
and  booked,  Wynder  said,  “We  looked  at 
what  we  had  available,  which  was  nothing, 
and  looked  at  his  (Williams’)  past  records 
with  other  colleges,  which  have  been  good, 
and  at  his  relationship  to  the  Osmonds.” 

The  Osmond  Brothers  were  regulars  for  a 
number  of  years  on  “The  Andy  Williams 
Show.” 

“Again  we  have  to  look  at  the  kind  of 
date  a  homecoming  concert  is.”  He  said  a 
large  number  of  alumni  and  “friends  of  the 
university”  attend  the  concert. 


“We  wanted  something  that  would  have 
a  broad  appeal,”  he  explained. 

Wynder  said  he,  not  the  Social  Office, 
handled  the  booking  for  this  concert  for 
several  reasons. 

“Part  of  my  job  description  is  to  book 
concerts.  Sometimes  I’ve  deviated  from 
that  and  let  students  do  it.” 

Wynder  said  he  decided  to  stop  students 
from  booking  concerts  because  “booking 
agencies  say  they  want  to  work  with  a  staff 
person.  They’d  like  to  work  with  the  same 
person  instead  of  dealing  with  a  different 
student  every  year.” 

Wynder  said  “previous  indiscreet 
negotiations  by  former  Social  Office  per¬ 
sonnel  precipitated  a  closer  look  at  the 
policy  (of  permitting  students  to  book  con¬ 
certs).” 

When  asked  how  he  felt  about  Williams 
doing  the  homecoming  concert,  Noah 
Sifuentes,  Social  Office  homecoming  chair¬ 
man,  did  not  respond.

Johnson  presented  the  four  alter¬ 
native  plans  for  the  mass  transit 
district: 

—  A  fixed  route,  fixed  schedule  bus 
system,  with  half-hour  headway  on 
routes. 

—  A  “Dial-a-Ride”  system  to  divide 
the  district  into  four  areas.  Riders 
could  request  bus  pick-ups  by  phone 
and  be  dropped  off  at  transfer  points  to 
move  from  area  to  area.  In  addition, 
several  fixed  routes  would  run  to 
strategic  points  such  as  BYU,  Provo 
Temple  and  the  University  Mall. 

—  A  fixed  route  system  in  more  pop¬ 
ulated  Provo  and  “Dial-a-Ride”  in 
Orem. 

—  Three  major  transfer  points  for 
various  short  bus  routes. 

The  proposed  mass  transit  system 
would  cover  approximately  1.5  million 
passenger  miles  each  year  and  the 
proposed  budget  includes  funds  for 
special  buses  to  accommodate 
wheelchairs. 

Several  citizens  voiced  approval  of 
placing  the  issue  on  the  ballot.  “Mass 
transit  will  be  a  matter  of  absolute 
necessity,  if  not  for  us,  at  least  for  our 
children,”  one  citizen  said. 

Council  members  determined  that 
two  elections  will  be  held,  one  to 
decide  whether  to  have  the  system, 
and  another  to  decide  the  method  of 
funding. 


No  explosions  or  other 
indications  of  distress 
were  reported.

Officials  said  before 
the  landing  that  pas¬ 
sengers  would  be  taken 
from  the  plane,  and  the 
aircraft  would  be 
searched  with  electronic 
equipment.

Clark  and  Cuba  found 
that  schools  of  education 
are  leading  producers  in 
the  educational  research 
and  development  fields 
and  the  school  service 


BYU  is  one  of  1,270 
schools  in  the  nation 
with  an  accredited 
teacher  training 
program. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  <AP)  --  The  State  of  Utah 
plans  to  ask  the  10th  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
to  prohibit  federal  court  Judge  Willis  W.  Ritter  from 
all  cases  involving  the  state.  Attorney  General 
Robert  B.  Hansen  said  Wednesday. 

Hansen’s  comments  came  shortly  after  the  Justice 
Department,  in  a  detailed  1,000-page  brief,  asked 
the  Denver  court  to  stop  Ritter  from  hearing  all 
cases  involving  the  U.S.  government. 

Hansen,  who  once  tried  to  have  Ritter  censured  by 
the  Utah  Bar,  said  his  action  would  be  filed  late  this 
week  or  early  next  week. 

Hansen- said  he  first  notified  the  appealsaourt  last 
month  that  he  intended  to  file  his  action , against  Rit¬ 
ter.  He  said  he  decided  to  do  so  after  Ritter  issued  a 
temporary  injunction  preventing  enforcement  of  a 
Utah  law  that  required  notification  of  a  minor  girl’s 
parents  before  an  abortion  is  performed. 

Hansen  declined  to  comment  on  what  allegations 
his  case  might  make. 

The  Justice  Department’s  brief,  a  writ  of  man¬ 
damus,  was  filed  Wednesday  by  the  U.S.  attorney 
for  Utah,  Ramon  Child,  with  the  approval  of  the 
U.S.  Solicitor  General. 

Ritter,  the  oldest  chief  federal  judge  in  the  United 
States,  could  not  be  reached  for  comment. 

The  attempt  to  restrict  the  cases  before  Ritter  is 
believed  to  be  unprecedented.  Ritter  has  served  as  a 
U.S.  District  Court  judge  in  Utah  since  1949.  He  has 
been  criticized  by  both  the  10th  Circuit  Court  and 
.  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  writ  alleges  Ritter  has  used  “arbitrary  and 
erratic  authority”  in  rendering  his  decisions.  Appen¬ 
ded  to  it  were  over  1,000  pages  of  court  transcripts 
and  other  material  which  Child  contended  indicated 
Ritter  has  ridiculed  from  the  bench  both  the  U.S.  at¬ 
torney’s  office  and  superior  courts  and  mishandled 
grand  juries.

It  said  that  because  of  Ritter’s  abuses  there  is  no 
functioning  federal  court  in  Utah  for  civil  cases,  tax 
summons  enforcement,  misdemeanors,  petty  of¬ 
fenses  or  “in  a  very  real  sense,  no  functioning  court 
for  felony  cases.” 

The  appeals  court  in  Denver  has  taken  the  writ 
under  consideration. 

During  one  case  involving  the  sentencing  of  a 
criminal,  Ritter  complained  that  higher  courts  had 
overruled  his  sentencing  and  said,  “Twenty  years  is 
all  I  can  give  him.” 

After  an  exchange  with  a  federal  attorney  about 
the  higher  court’s  ruling,  Ritter  defended  his  stiffer 
sentence,  asking,  “How  many  the  hell  specific 
reasons  do  you  need  beyond  what  we  have  here?” 

He  concluded  the  discussion  saying,  “Well  that  is 
just  too  damned  bad.  The  appeals  court  are  just  too 
lenient  with  these  fellows.” 

The  Utah  U.S.  attorney’s  office  previously  ob¬ 
tained  a  writ  from  the  10th  Circuit  requiring  Ritter 
to  stop  using  a  “trailing  docket,”  a  system  which 
provides  attorneys  with  little  or  no  notice  before 
their  cases  are  heard. 

After  the  ruling  Ritter  allegedly  informed  the  U.S. 
attorney  that  if  the  federal  attorney  did  not  like  the 
way  he  tried  cases  he  would  avoid  hearing  any  in-  , 
volving  that  office. 

Ritter  once  chastised  a  federal  undercover  agent 
for  appearing  in  his  court  with  long  hair,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  judge  was  told  the  hair  was  necessary  in 
the  agent’s  work,  the  writ  said. 

“Don’t  ever  appear  in  my  court  again  with  that 
hair  uncut!... This  is  a  court  of  justice  and  we  con- 
■sider  serious  things  here.  We  don’t  want  any  freak 
haircuts.” 

The  petition  listed  several  other  complaints 
against  Ritter. 

It  accuses  the  judge  of  conducting  criminal  trials 
erratically,  often  making  it  “impossible  for  either 
party  to  obtain  a  fair  trial.” 

In  criticizing  Ritter’s  demeanor  in  court,  the  peti¬ 
tion  said  he  referred  to  the  10th  Circuit  Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals  judges  as  “those  fellows  up  there  that  sit 
around  and  chew  their  fingernails  and  fiddle  around 
'  about  some  damn  thing.” 

The  document  claims  Ritter  is  biased  against  the 
U.S.  attorney’s  office,  and  has  told  prosecutors  to 
“shut  up”  and  threatened  to  throw  them  in  jail  for 
contempt.

A  multipurpose  administration 
building  at  Utah  State  Hospital  is  on 
the  top  priority  list  to  be  brought 
before  the  upcoming  session  of  the 
Utah  legislature. 

Yvonne  Oliver,  Utah  State  Mental 
Hospital  administrator,  said  Gov. 
Scott  Matheson  told  her  the  proposal 
would  be  one  of  the  first  items  on  the 
social  services  department  requests.  It 
would  then  be  brought  before  the 
building  board  committee  for  submis¬ 
sion  to  the  legislature. 

Mrs.  Oliver  said  the  estimated  cost 
of  the  multipurpose  administration 
building  was  $1,820,000. 

“Originally  we  were  asking  for  two 
separate  buildings,  but  later  decided 
to  ask  for  one  building  that  would 
cover  both  functions,”  Mrs.  Oliver 
said. 

“By  going  this  route,  we  reduce  the 
total  cost  by  20  percent.” 

According  to  Mike  Smith,  director  of 
planning  and  research  in  the  social  ser¬ 
vices  department,  Tony  Mitchell,  ex¬ 
ecutive  director  of  the  department, 
met  with  the  building  board  last 
Thursday,  and  to  Smith’s  knowledge, 
the  hospital  request  was  on  the  num¬ 
ber  one  priority  list. 

Smith  said  that  after  the  priority  list

goes  to  the  building  board,  it  is  ac¬ 
cessed  and  then  put  on  another  list  to 
be  presented  to  the  legislature. 

Glen  Swenson,  director  of  the  Utah 
State  Building  Board,  said  the  priority 
recommendations  would  be  submitted 
to  the  governor  and  the  legislature  in 
December.  The  legislature  will  con¬ 
sider  the  proposal  during  the  January 
budget  session.  “They  will  make  the 
final  decision  as  to  which  projects  will 
be  funded  through  appropriations,” 
Swenson  said. 

Mrs.  Oliver  also  said  the  hospital 
needs  to  replace  three  psychiatrists 
before  consideration  is  given  to  hiring  a 
clinical  director.  One  of  the  psy¬ 
chiatrists  will  serve  a  dual  function  as 
clinical  director,  she  added. 

“I  don’t  know  right  now  what  will 
happen,”  she  said,  “we  are  playing  it 
by  ear  at  this  time.” 

Mrs.  Oliver  replaced  Dr.  Roger  S. 
Kiger  who  resigned  earlier  this  year  as 
superintendent  of  the  hospital. 

She  said  Dr.  Kiger  is  now  working  as 
a  consultant  for  the  State  Department 
of  Social  Services.  He  works  two  days  a 
week  at  Utah  State  Prison,  two  days  a

President  Oaks:  Oc¬ 
casionally  it  is  necessary 
to  change  already 
scheduled  classes,  but 
this  is  not  done  at  the 
whim  of  an  individual 
faculty  member.  Faculty 
members  are  the 
resource  of  each  depart¬ 
ment  and  college,  and  it 
is  not  always  possible  to 
forecast  how  best  to  use 
a  unique  resource.  We 
are  very  conscious  that 
changing  an  already 
scheduled  class  can  have 
a  real  domino  effect  for 
students  who  have  made 
it  a  part  of  their  own 
schedules.  Consequen¬ 
tly,  such  changes  should 
be  very  rare.  When 
changes  are  necessary, 
we  will  do  everything  we 
can  to  help  ease  the 
problems  this  causes.

Wayne  Hansen,  Placement  Center  director,  said 
the  best  time  for  graduates  to  sign  up  with  the  center 
is  the  semester  before  they  graduate.

The  workshops  are  open  to  all  students,  but 
seniors,  graduate  students  and  associate  degree  can¬ 
didates  are  especially  urged  to  attend  the 
workshops,  Hansen  said. 


Employers  generally  come  to  campus  fall  or  win¬ 
ter  semesters.

The  number  of  ap¬ 
plications  to  do  research 
on  child-related 
problems  has  increased 
since  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  announced  a 
fund  for  that  purpose. 

According  to  Isaac 
Ferguson,  ad¬ 

ministrative  director  of 
the  $800,000  fund,  30  ap¬ 
plications  have  already 
been  submitted  and 
more  are  coming  in  every 
day. 

Ferguson  said  the  fund 
would  be  used  for 
research  on  child  abuse, 
learning  disabilities, 
nutritional  problems 
and  certain  areas  of 
biomedical  Investiga¬ 
tion. 

Researchers  would 
have  to  write  proposals 
on  what  they  planned  to 
do,  and  then  estimate 
the  cost  of  doing  it, 
Ferguson  said.  Then  the 
church  research 
organization  would 


evaluate  the  requests  to 
decide  on  the  person  or 
persons  whose  research 
would  best  benefit  the 
fund. 

Ferguson  said  people 
such  as  BYU  faculty  and 
graduate  students  com¬ 
pleting  doctoral  disserta¬ 
tions  might  be  interested 
in  doing  research  under 
the  fund  in  this  par¬ 
ticular  area. 

Non-profit  institu¬ 
tions  and  private  in¬ 
dividuals  should  submit 
applications  for  first- 
year  grants  before  Nov. 


15. 


The  fund  was  first 
made  available  to  the 
church  by  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
E.W.  Thrasher  of  Seat¬ 
tle,  Wash.  The  church 
plans  to  make  grants 
during  1978  from  the 
Thrasher  Research  Fund 
which  was  established 
earlier  this  year.

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Depression  high  among  students 


Local  mental  health  workers  are  very  concerned 
about  the  effects  of  depression  among  the  young,  es¬ 
pecially  college  students,  said  Dr.  Maxine  Murdock, 
BYU  Counseling  Center  clinical  psychologist. 

“Students  often  experience  depression  after  a 
break-up  in  a  relationship  or  because  they  are  under 
a  lot  of  stress  from  school  and  outside  pressures,” 
Dr.  Murdock  said. 

“Suicide  is  the  second  most  common  death  among 
college  students,”  she  said.  “It  is  second  only  to  ac¬ 
cidental  death.” 

Dr.  M.  Ford  McBride,  coordinator  of  consultation 
for  the  Timpanogos  Mental  Health  Center,  said  no 
one  is  exempt  from  depression.  “Depression  has 
been  reported  in  infants  a  few  months  old  and  in 
people  well  into  their  90s,”  he  said. 

Depression  is  the  most  common  mental  health 
problem  facing  U.S.  citizens  today,  and  an  es¬ 
timated  8  million  require  treatment  each  year,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  study  by  the  National  Institute  of  Men¬ 
tal  Health  (NIMH). 

NIMH  estimates  that  125,000  people  suffering 
from  depression  are  hospitalized  each  year  and  200,- 
000  more  should  be  hospitalized. 

In  its  milder  forms,  depression  is  a  natural  and 
predictable  reaction  to  everyday  stress  and  frustra¬ 
tion.  It  is  so  comftion,  the  report  said,  that  the  only 
way  to  avoid  depression  altogether  is  to  avoid  birth. 

But  when  the  condition  becomes  exaggerated  in 
intensity  and  duration,  it  is  no  longer  acceptable 
and  requires  treatment,  the  NIMH  report  said. 

Severely  depressed  people  have  feelings  of 
hopelessness,  guilt  and  self-hate  that  may  go  on  for 
months,  continued  the  report.  The  depressed  person 
often  withdraws  completely  from  the  world,  con¬ 
sidering  himself  unworthy  of  family  or  friends. 

A  period  of  depression  may  sweep  over  a  person  in 
the  wake  of  a  broken  marriage,  a  long  futile  spell  of 
work  or  sudden  stress  such  as  an  auto  accident,  said 
the  NIMH  study. 

The  study  also  said  that  like  all  illnesses,  the 
symptoms  of  depression  are  physical  as  well  as  psy¬ 
chological,  and  include  such  complaints  as  fatigue 
and  insomnia  along  with  dejection  and  guilt. 

At  least  15  percent  of  all  adults  between  the  ages 
of  18  and  74  exhibit  significant  and  disabling  effects 
of  depression,  but  the  problem  is  especially  serious 
among  younger  people,  the  report  said. 

“When  the  Monday  morning  blahs  are  still

around  on  Friday,  or  the  weekend  slump  continues 
throughout  the  following  week,  it’s  time  to  suspect 
something  more  serious  than  just  normal  depres¬ 
sion,”  said  Dr.  Richard  A.  Weaver,  director  of  con¬ 
sultation  and  education  at  the  Timpanogos  Mental 
Health  Center. 

Depression  can  strike  when  a  person  should  be 
happy,  “after  a  job  is  won,  getting  married  or  when  a 
child  is  born,”  Weaver  said. 

“It  is  as  if  achieving  a  long-sought  goal  does  not 
bring  the  expected  gratification,  but  rather  brings 
the  loss  of  some  helpful  aspect  of  the  experience  of 
striving  toward  a  goal,”  Weaver  added. 


“Those  students  or  individuals  who  need  help 
must  realize  they  can  receive  confidential 
professional  aid  ih  dealing  with  depression,”  Weaver 
said.  “The  local  mental  health  centers  will  not 
refuse  services  to  anyone  for  financial  reasons.”

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Study  method 

Computer  aids  individual

Frustrated  math  and  English  students 
may  find  a  “TICCIT”  to  more  individual 
and  understandable  help  by  studying  with 
a  computer. 

The  Time-shared  Interactive  Computer 
Controlled  Information  Television  (TIC¬ 
CIT)  systern  in  the  HBLL  Learning 
Resource  Center  offers  instruction  in 
various  skills  needed  to  pass  classes  and 
general  education  tests.  Skills  taught  in 
English  115  are  almost  completely  reviewed 
on  TICCIT. 

New  this  month  are  lessons  on  reading 
and  spelling  skills  required  in  English  107 
and  the  reading  portion  of  115.  Some 
foreign  language  and  philosophy  courses 
are  also  using  TICCIT. 

According  to  Gaylene  Rosaschi,  super¬ 
visor  of  Author  and  Student  Services,  stu¬ 
dents  cannot  receive  credit  for  work  done 
on  the  computer,  but  it  is  a  useful  tutoring 
service.  “The  best  thing  about  it  is  that  it  is 
interactive,”  she  said.  “It  answers  ques¬ 
tions  and  gives  responses.” 

Each  course  has  several  units  broken 
down  into  lessons  of  about  one  hour  each. 
Each  lesson  is  divided  into  segments  that 
can  be  covered  in  any  order  and  at  the  stu¬ 
dent’s  own  speed. 

The  student  can  read  the  lesson  objec¬ 
tive,  study  the  rule,  look  at  examples  and 
do  several  practice  problems.  There  are 
also  segments  offering  extra  help  and  ad¬ 
vice.  Students  can  take  sample  tests  and

get  immediate  feedback. 

An  adviser  —  called  a  proctor  —  is  on  hand 
to  answer  questions  and  help  students 
operate  the  computer. 

Those  who  want  to  use  the  system  should 
go  to  the  proctor’s  desk  or  the  Computer 
Teaching  Research  Center  (CTRC)  office, 
third  floor  HBLL.  They  will  be  given  a 
materials-use  card  and  the  number  of  hours 
study  they  wish  to  take  will  be  determined. 
A  fee  of  roughly  one  dollar  per  hour  must  be 
payed  before  the  student  is  registered. 

Students  and  teachers  using  TICCIT 


receive  several  extra  services  listed  on  the 
“Student  Menu”  of  the  computer.  Each 
student  has  a  “mailbox”  where  messages 
can  be  left  by  teachers  or  other  students  in 
the  classes.  Teachers  can  reach  an  entire 
class  or  just  one  student  in  this  way. 

There  is  a  User  Directory  of  all  students 
and  teachers  using  TICCIT.  A  list  of  all 
units  and  lessons  offered  is  given. 

Several  videotapes  can  be  viewed,  cover¬ 
ing  a  variety  of  subjects.  A  few  games  are 
available  for  students  needing  a  break  from 
their  studies. 

One  of  the  student  favorites  is  the  direct 
terminal-to-terminal  communications 
system.  Larry  Stevenson,  proctor  for  the 
system,  noted  student  use  of  this  feature 
resulted  in  13  dates  last  winter  semester. 

Teachers  interested  in  writing  materials 
for  TICCIT  can  get  help  from  the  CTRC  in 
putting  it  in  computer  format.  One  seg¬ 
ment  of  the  lesson  will  be  put  on  free  to 
show  teachers  how  it  works.  Other 
materials  must  be  funded  by  the  teacher’s 
department  or  college. 

CTRC  sees  TICCIT  not  only  as  a  device 
for  teaching  basic  skills  but  also  as  a  means 
for  teaching  people  how  to  work  with  com¬ 
puters  in  the  age  of  computers.  “Our  main 
function,”  Mrs.  Rosaschi  said,  is  to  teach 
people  how  to  get  ready  for  the  future.  Now 
is  the  time  for  students  and  teachers  to 
learn  what  they  can  do  with  computers.” 

TICCIT  operates  Mondays,  9  a.m.  to  3 
p.m.;  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays,2  p.m.  to 
7  p.m.;  Thursdays,  2  p.m.  to  5  p.m.,  and 
Fridays,  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m. 


Bill  introduced  to  designate 
watershed  as  primitive  area 


Utah  Senators  Jake  Garn  and  Orrin  Hatch  have 
introduced  to  the  U.S.  Senate  legislation 
designating  Utah’s  29,567-acre  Lone  Peak  area  as  a 
wilderness  area. , 

Their  bill  is  currently  being  heard  by  the  Subcom¬ 
mittee  on  Parks  and  Recreation  of  the  Senate 
Energy  and  Natural  Resources  Committee. 

“Lone  Peak  forms  a  significant  part  of  the 
watershed  for  Salt  Lake  City  and  for  some  of  the 
small  towns  in  Utah  County,”  Garn  explained. 

“I  was  Salt  Lake  City’s  water  commissioner  for 
seven  years  and,  as  such,  this  watershed  was  my 
responsibility.  It  is  absolutely  imperative  that  the 
Lone  Peak  watershed  be  properly  managed.” 

Lone  Peak  had  been  included  in  the  Endangered 
American  Wilderness  Act  introduced  earlier  by  Sen. 
Frank  Church  (D-Idaho),  which  would  have  given  it 
wilderness  status.  However,  the  Utah  senators  re¬ 
quested  that  it  be  left  out  so  they  could  introduce  a 
less  restrictive,  more  beneficial,  piece  of  legislation 
for  it. 


wilderness  today  and  then  have  appropriate  access 
to  it  precluded  because  of  future  court  interpreta¬ 
tions  of  the  Wilderness  Act,”  Garn  commented. 

He  said  he  would  be  less  than  responsible  if  he  did 
not  guard  against  public  promises  to  Lone  Peak 
which  could  not  be  kept  under  pressure  of  legal  ac¬ 
tion  brought  under  the  Wilderness  Act. 

“What  I  have  done  is  to  draft  a  bill  which 
designates  the  Lone  Peak  area  as  wilderness  but 
which  preserves  the  rights  in  the  area  which  Salt 
Lake  City  now  has,  and  the  right  of  the  Forest  Ser¬ 
vice  to  maintain  the  intergrity  of  the  watershed,” 
the  senator  said. 

“The  bill  makes  plain  that  helicopters  can  be  used 
to  service  vault  toilets  and  preserves  the  right  of  the 
city  to  use  motorized  equipment  to  maintain  present 
facilities  or  to  construct  those  in  the  future  which 
might  be  needed  to  protect  the  watershed.” 


Garn  said  unfavorable  factors,  which  would  affect 
Lone  Peak  if  it  were  designated  a  wilderness  area  un¬ 
der  Church’s  bill,  include: 

-Overuse.  Wilderness  designation  encourages  in¬ 
creased  use  and  it  may  not  be  possible  to  control 
access  to  the  Lone  Peak  area. 

-Toilet  maintenance.  When  use  grows,  toilet 
facilities  are  needed  to  prevent  contamination  of  the 
watershed.  Proper  service  of  the  toilets  requires  the 
use  of  helicopters.  Wilderness  status  prohibits 
helicopter  use. 

-Prohibition  of  motorized  equipment.  Lone  Peak 
has  been  improved  with  primitive  dams  and  terrac¬ 
ing.  Motorized  equipment  must  be  used  to  maintain 
these  and  also  to  construct  new  dams.  Such  equip¬ 
ment  is  banned  under  wilderness  status.

A  proposed  amendment  to  the  act  which  would 
have  permitted  employers  to  pay  youth  85  percent  of 
the  minimum  wage  was  defeated  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  by  a  vote  of  211-210  Sept.  15. 

Legislation  to  raise  the  nation’s  minimum  wage 
from  $2.30  an  hour  to  $2.65  this  January,  $2.85  in 
January  1979  and  $3.05  by  January  1980  was  passed 
by  the  House  and  now  awaits  Senate  approval. 

Utah  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch  is  opposed  to  the  raise  and 
says  he  is  particularly  concerned  about  the  in¬ 
evitable  escalation  of  unemployment  among  young 
people.  He  said  more  than  17  percent  of  the  nation’s 
teens  are  currently  unemployed  and  approximately 
1.6  million  are  looking  for  work. 

Many  small  businesses  cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
minimum  wage.  Hatch  said.  If  a  subminimum  rate 
is  permitted,  students  who  are  mainly  “unskilled, 
untrained  and  first-time  workets”  could  enter  the 
job  market  and  receive  training  leading  to  better¬ 
paying  jobs,  he  added. 

Supporting  Sen.  Hatch  in  a  proposed  amendment 
to  establish  a  lower  starting  wage  for  teenage 
workers  is  Sen.  Jake  Garn. 

“The  amendment  I  am  joining  in  sponsoring 
would  permit  employers  to  pay  youths  under  the  age 
of  20  75  percent  of  the  minimum  wage  for  a  period  of 
six  months,”  he  said. 

“At  the  end  of  six  months,  after  a  young  person 
has  become  fully  acquainted  with  the  job  and  gained 
needed  skills  and  experience,  the  employer  will  be 
required  to  raise  the  wage  to  at  least  the  minimum.” 

Sen.  Garn  said  the  number  of  unemployed 
teenagers  in  Utah  is,  “happily,”  lower  than  the 
national  average  but  is  still  too  high.  There  are  ap¬ 
proximately  10,600  Utah  teens  who  could  work  if 
they  had  the  opportunity  to  do  so,  he  added.

Deseret  Book  Company  in  University  Mall  an¬ 
ticipated  the  rate  hike  in  May  and  boosted  its  hourly 
wage  to  $2.65,  said  Steve  Pilkington,  assistant 
manager.  After  a  three-month  probationary  period, 
employes  may  earn  a  20-cent  per  hour  increase,  he 


manager  Roger  Reynolds  said. 

Comanager  of  two  Hallmark  card  outlets,  Mrs. 
Thero  Baird  said  the  Orem  store  is  “slightly  un¬ 
derstaffed  because  we  cannot  keep  up”  with  the 
minimum  wage. 

The  store  pays  the  current  minimum  wage,  even 
though  not  required  to  do  so,  and  has  50  to  60  ap¬ 
plications  on  file  for  employment,  Mrs.  Baird  said. 

She  could  not  say  definitely  what  provision  would 
be  made  if  the  new  law  goes  into  effect,  but  ex¬ 
plained  payroll  has  to  be  kept  as  a  percentage  of 
gross  sales. 

An  added  incentive  of  one  percent  commission  on 
all  sales  is  paid  to  employes  of  Zinik’s  Sporting 
Goods  Company,  west  of  the  University  Mall.  An 
hourly  wage,  already  in  excess  of  the  minimum,  ac¬ 
cording  to  assistant  manapr  Thomas  J.  McVey,  is 
also  paid.  Students  comprise  75  percent  of  the  staff. 


Hatch  backs  tuition  tax  credit 


A  measure  permitting  taxpayers  to  subtract  half 
the  tuition  they  pay  for  education  from  their  income 
tax  is  being  cosponsored  by  Sen.  Orrin  G.  Hatch,  R- 
Utah. 

The  bill,  titled  “Tuition  Tax  Credit  Act  of  1977,” 
is  cosponsored  by  Senators  Bob  Packwood,  R-Ore., 
Daniel  Patrick  Moynihan,  D-N.Y.,  and  Hatch.  It 
would  also  set  a  limit  of  $500  per  student  for  families 
with  more  than  one  student. 

Hatch  said  the  measure  will  help  low-  and  middle- 
income  students  to  continue  participating  in'  higher 
education  and  will  also  help  private  institutions.  If 
passed,  the  tax  credit  could  be  available  beginning 
in  January  1980. 

“During  the  last  five  years  the  average  tuition  and 
fees  at  private  four -year  institutions  in  this  nation 
rose  by  54  percent,  at  public  four-year  institutions 
by  57  percent,  and  by  52  percent  at  private  two-year 
institutions.  The  most  dramatic  increase  is  at  two- 
year  public  institutions  where  tuition  and  fees  have 
risen  130  percent,”  Hatch  said. 

“The  result  of  these  high  education  costs  is  a  20 
percent  reduction  in  the  number  of  lower-  and 


The  senator  said  the  total  cost  of  the  measure  will 
be  less  than  one  percent  of  the  projected  1980 
budget.  It  will  also  provide  relief  for  private  institu¬ 
tions  that  have  lost  2.1  million  students  since  1965 
while  the  enrollment  in  the  nation  has  risen  by  18 
percent.  Hatch  said. 

Hatch  said  he  favors  the  tax  credit  approach 
because  it  will  provide  relief  for  students  of  all 
economic  levels  without  further  expanding  the 
federal  bureaucracy.  In  addition,  any  reduction  in 
enrollment  in  public  education  will  result  in  a  sav¬ 
ings  in  tax  dollars.

PROVO  (AP)  — 
BYU’s  Giffpr^;  Nielsen, 
the  nation’s  leading 
college  passer,  says  it 
will  be  a  lot  tougher  for 
him  to  win  the  Heisman 
Trophy  than  “somebody 
from  a  big  school  back 
east.” 

But  the  22-year-old 
senior  has  compiled  a  set 
of  aerial  statistics  that 
could  enhance  his 
Heisman  chances,  while 
boosting  BYU  to  a  3-0 
record  and  a  No.  13 
ranking. 

In  three  games, 
Nielsen  has  completed 
76  of  108  passes  for  912 
yards  and  13 
touchdowns.  He  has 
averaged  25.3  comple¬ 
tions  per  game,  boasts 
nearly  70  per  cent  ac¬ 
curacy  and  has  yet  to 
throw  an  interception. 

Nielsen,  sixth  in 
Heisman  voting  a  year 
ago,  plays  in  the 
Western  Athletic  Con¬ 
ference,  a  league  better 
known  for  its  track  and 
field  triumphs.  The  In¬ 
termountain  West  has 
never  produced  a 
Heisman  winner. 

‘‘I  think  the 
geographical  area  can 
hurt  you,  but  I  think  it’s 
possible,”  Nielsen  said 
of  the  trophy.  ‘  It’d  be  a 
lot  tougher  for  me  to  win 
it  than  it  would 
somebody  from  a  big 
school  back  East. 

“We  could  go  11-0  and 
I  could  pass  for  6,000 
yards  and  still  not  win 
it,”  he  said. 

The  6-5,  205-pound 
Nielsen,  whose  success 
running  up  lopsided 
scores  has  forced  him  to 
the  sidelines  in  less  than 
three  quarters  of  each 
game,  attributes  his 
success  as  much  to 
quickness  of  mind  as 
strength  of  arm.

WAC  statistics  after  four  weeks  in 
the  season  reflect  the  lofty  positions 
held  by  unbeaten  BYU  and  Colorado 
State. 

The  Cougars  are  tops  in  the  con¬ 
ference  in  total  offense  at  488.3  yards  a 
game  and  in  passing  at  366.7  yards  a 
game  while  leading  in  scoring  offense 

(52.7) .  As  a  team,  BYU  has  yet  to  be 
intercepted,  hitting  on  95  of  129  tosses 
for  an  amazing  73.6  percent  and  1,100 
yards  in  three  games. 

The  Rams  carry  rushing  offense 
honors  at  220.2  yards  and  shine  on 
defense,  leading  in  total  figures  (224.2 
yards  allowed)  and  rushing  defense 

(98.7)  and  holding  second  in  pass 
defense  (125.5).  After  allowing  just 
eight  points  a  game,  they  are  first  in 
scoring  and  defense. 

Cougar  quarterback  Gifford  Nielsen 


continues  his  plunge  toward  the  WAC 
career  passing  yardage  record  of  5,932 
held  by  ex-ASU  star  Danny  White.

H 
can  be  as  good  as  he  has 
the  desire  to  be.” 

How  good  does 
Howard  want  to  be?  “I 
want  to  be  the  best,  and 
I  feel  I  have  the  ability  to 
be  the  best,”  says 
Howard,  a  third-round 
draft  choice  in  1973  after 
playing  only  one  season 
on  offense  at  BYU.  “But 
to  receive  recognition  in 
the  line,  the  team  has  to 
I  be  successful.” 

Howard  felt  he  was 
ready  to  establish  him¬ 
self  as  one  of  the  top  of¬ 
fensive  linemen  in  the 
NFL  last  year,  but  he 
suffered  a  fractured  ver¬ 
tebra  in  his  back  in  a 
preseason  game  and  was 
sidelined  for  the  entire 
season. 

‘‘That  really  was 
frustrating,  lying  around 
week  after  week  and  not 
being  able  to  help,” 
recalls  Howard.  ‘‘I 
thought  last  year  was 
really  going  to  be  my 
best.  That’s  the  first 
time  I  had  ever  missed  a 
season.  But  it  did  have 
one  positive  effect  —  it 
put  back  some  zip,  made 
me  even  more 
enthusiastic  about  this 
season.” 

Howard  has  fine  speed 
and  strength.  He  runs 
the  40-yard  dash  in  4.8 
seconds  and  is  a  weight¬ 
lifting  enthusiast,  hav¬ 
ing  won  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference 
weight-lifting  title  while 
at  BYU. 


He’s  also  a  quick  lear¬ 
ner.  He  was  a  standout 
defensive  lineman  at 
BYU  before  pro  scouts 
influenced  him  to  switch 
to  offense  his  senior  year. 
“They  said  I’d  have  a

Starbuck,”  Wagner  said.  The  group  liked  the  name 
and  it  stuck. 

Obtaining  a  contract  with  a  record  company  was 
not  easy  for  the  group,  according  to  Wagner.  “We 
were  turned  down  by  17  different  companies.” 

Starbuck  finally  contracted  with  Private  Stock 
Records  for  the  release  of  “Moonlight.”  Wagner  said 
the  song  was  recorded  in  1974,  released  in  19'75  and 
became  a  hit  in  March,  1976. 

According  to  Anderson,  Blackman  and  Wagner 
each  traveled  8,000  miles  in  their  own  cars  tb 
promote  the  song. 

The  success  of  “Moonlight,”  besides  letting  them 
pay  off  their  bills,  “opened  a  lot  of  doors”  for  the 
group,  Wagner  said. 

According  to  Wagner,  the  group  has  appeared  on 
the  television  talk  shows  hosted  by  Merv  Griffin, 
Mike  Douglas  and  Dinah  Shore.  They  have  also  ap¬ 
peared  on  “The  Midnight  Special.” 

When  asked  how  he  felt  about  returning  to  BYU, 
Wagner  said  the  group  was  looking  forward  to  it. 
“The  people  there  are  so  friendly  and  receptive  to 
us.” 

Last  week  the  group  released  a  new  single,  “One  of 
These  Mornings.”  According  to  Wagner,  the  song 
was  originally  a  30-second  reprise  on  their  “Rock 
and  Roll  Rocket”  album. 

Private  Stock  Records  began  receiving  many 
favorable  reactions  toward  the  reprise  and  “the  com¬ 
pany  called  and  told  us  to  make  it  into  a  song,” 
Wagner  said.

With  a  rapport  seldom  achieved  in 
recitals,  Madame  Vera  Rozsa  and  Dr. 
Reid  Nibley  demonstrated  their  ability 
to  reach  an  audience  through  their 
combined  talents. 

A  capacity  crowd  attended  the  per¬ 
formance  in  the  Madsen  Recital  Hall 
Tuesday,  where  they  were  treated  to 
works  by  Zoltan  Kodaly,  Franz 
Schubert  and  Bela  Bartok. 

Born  and  raised  in  Hungary, 
Madame  Rozsa  studied  under  both 
Kodaly  and  Bartok.  Although  she  sang 
works  in  Hungarian  and  German,  she 
was  able  to  transcend  the  language 
barrier.  The  audience  scarcely  noticed 
the  lack  of  English  lyrics  on  the 
program. 

Her  background,  combined  with  Dr. 
Nibley’s  sensitive  touch,  enabled  both 
peformers  to  capture  the  folk  element 
in  the  Hungarian  works. 

Madame  Rozsa  communicated  the 
mood  and  character  of  each  piece,  not 
only  musically,  through  her  exciting 
interpretations,  but  also  visually.  Her 
expressive  eyes  and  her  gestures  dr  .v 
the  audience  into  the  settings  she  h.  i 
created  for  them. 

With  charm  in  her  voice,  the  mez ::o 
soprano  evoked  a  chuckle  from .  t  e 


audience  at  the  end  of  Kodaly's  “Kocsi 
szeker,”  (Young  Girl’s  Song). 

In  contrast,  the  mournful  tones  of 
Schubert’s  “Totengrabers  Heimweh” 
(Gravediggers),  created  a  somber 
mood.  She  filled  the  recital  hall  with 
an  intense  stillness  when  she  sang  Bar- 
tok’s  “Istenem,  Istenem,”  (God,  Oh 
My  God). 

Dr.  Nibley,  as  Madame  Rozsa’s  ac¬ 
companist,  displayed  a  sensitivity  that 
complemented  her  performance 
without  obtruding.  His  playing  was 
inimitable. 

In  “Four  Impromptus,  op.  90”  by 
Schubert,  Dr.  Nibley’s  shading  of  the 
harmonic  colors  and  the  fluidity  of  his 
melodic  line  communicated  just  the 
right  temperament. 

He  treated  the  difficult  timing  and 
phrasing  in  the  Bartok  with 
understanding. 

Their  performance  received  a 
standing  ovation,  and  a  small  group  of 
enthusiasts  tossed  fresh  roses  at 
Madame  Rozsa’s  feet.  She  returned  for 
two  encores,  accompanying  the  second 
one,  a  Negro  spiritual,  herself. 

After  a  week  of  training  vocalists  at 
BYU,  Madame  Rozsa  confirmed  in  the 
concert  her  status  as  an  excellent 
teacher  and  interpreter.  Her 
graciousness  established  a  warm  rap¬ 
port  with  her  audience. 


CBS  planning  mini-series 
on  1857  Utih  massacre 


SALT  LAKE  CITY 
(AP)  —  CBS  is  in  the 
planning  stages  of  a 
mini-series  on  the 
Mountain  Meadows 
massacre,  in  which  bet¬ 
ween  90  and  120  men 
and  women  were  killed 
120  years  ago  in 
Southern  Utah,  a 
spokesman  says. 

The  CBS  spokesman 
in  New  York  said  the 
subject  is  on  the  produc¬ 
tion  schedule,  but  added 
“this  is  very  premature” 
as  it  is  in  the  initial 
stages. 

He  said  a  script  has 
yet  to  be  written  and 
therefore  no  casting  has 
been  done.  Producer- 
director  Lamont 
Johnson  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment 
Tuesday  night. 

The  massacre,  which 
occurred  in  September 
1857  at  Mountain 
Meadows  near  Cedar 
City,  involved  a  wagon 
train  of  Arkansas  and 
Missouri  emigrants  en 
route  to  California. 

All  but  small  children  , 
in  the  emigrant  band 
were  killed  by  a  group  of 
about  50  Mormon  men 
and  around  100  Indians, 
according  to  historians 
who  have  written  about 
the  incident.  In  1870, 
John  D.  Lee  was  excom¬ 
municated  from  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  (Mor¬ 
mon)  and  later  found 
guilty  of  murder  for  his 
part  in  the  massacre  by 
an  all-Mormon  jury  that 
deliberated  less  than  an

In  his  long  career,  Les  Brown  has 
performed  in  all  of  the  major  ballrooms 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada  as 
well  as  at  colleges,  hotels,  theaters  and 
supper  clubs.  Through  television,  he 
has  reached  an  audience  the  size  of 
which  was  undreamed  of  even  in  the 
heyday  of  radio.  Through  the  medium 
of  records.  Brown  has  become  a  perma¬ 
nent  part  of  America’s  musical  history. 


Ray  Eberle,  original  singer  with 
Glenn  Miller  Band,  sings 
tonight  in  concert  in  Marriott 
Center. 


The  concert  will  be  in  the  form  of  a 
special  tribute  to  another  of  the 
greatest  figures  in  American  popular 
music  —  Glenn  Miller  and  his  dis¬ 
tinctive  sound.  The  17-member  band 
will  be  joined  by  Ray  Eberle,  Pau’a 
Kelly  and  the  Modemaires,  all  originrl 
singers  with  the  Glenn  Miller  band,  for 
memorable  renditions  of  many  Miller 
.hits. 

The  unmistakable  Miller  sound  was 
created  not  by  the  size  of  the  band, 
usually  17  pieces,  but  by  his  unique 
arrangements.  Miller  usually  had  the 
clarinet  playing  the  melodic  line, 
doubled  or  coupled  with  the  tenor  sax 
playing  the  same  notes.  Three  more 
saxaphones  supplied  the  harmony, 
while  the  trumpets  and  trombones  ad¬ 
ded  rhythm  and  color. 

Through  the  years  Brown  has 
worked  with  many  of  the  biggest 
names  in  show  business.  The  best- 
known  are  Bob  Hope,  Bing  Crosby, 
Dean  Martin,  Steve  Allen,  Doris  Day, 
Nancy  Wilson  and  Johnny  Mercer. 
Many  of  these  artists  recorded  with 
Brown  on  the  Columbia,  Capitol, 
Kapp  and  Decca  labels. 

Doris  Day’s  recording  of  “Sentimen¬ 
tal  Journey”  with  Brown  is  one  of  the 
all-time  hits  and  was  coauthored  by 
Brown.  He  is  reputed  to  have  won  as 
arranger,  songwriter  and  director  more 
magazine  polls  throught  the  years  than 
any  other  band  leader. 

Brown’s  affiliation  with  Bob  Hope 
began  in  1947  and  has  continued  to  the 
present.  He  has  traveled  with  Hope  for 
almost  three  decades  in  Hope’s  famous 
Christmas  shows  for  American  troops 
abroad,  and  these  shows  have  been 
seen  throughout  the  world. 

The  orchestra  has  toured  not  only  all 
of  the  U.S.  and  Canada,  but  also  in 
Europe  and  South  America.

LOGAN,  Utah  (AP) 
—  Nightmares,  slipping 
grades,  shyness  and  poor 
reading  skills  are  all 
signals  indicating  a  child 
is  watching  too  much 
television,  says  a  Utah 
State  University 
professor. 

Glen  Jensen,  a  family 
and  human  development 
specialist,  said  a  pre¬ 
occupation  with  “bad” 
people,  guns,  fire  and 
death  are  other 
indicators. 

Jensen  says  too  much 
television  can  harden  a 
child’s  emotions. 

He  said  given  the 
opportunity,  the  child 
who  overdoses  on  tele¬ 
vision  is  more  likely  to 
commit  violent  crime 
than  a  child  who 
watches  less  television. 

Parents  should 
prepick  their  children’s 
television  fare,  and 
should  discuss  with 
them  what  is  real,  and 
what  is  not,  he  said.  A 
child  should  know  early 
that  what  is  on  tele¬ 
vision  is  entertainment, 
not  reality.
